N in 2000, taxing themselves to 
provide paramedics on every fire 
department shift.

The three candidates running 
for two open seats on the Albany 
School Board stress including 
more families in the board’s de- 
cision-making process. 


Candidate David Glasser 
takes it a step further, however, 
accusing the district of violating 
open meeting laws and intimi- 
dating parents, both acts involv- 
ing the district’s special educa- 
tion program. 


Last December, the district re- 
ceived a “positive certification,” 
freeing itself from financial over- 
sight by a county fiscal advisor, 
which was required after its gen- 
eral fund reserves fell below the 
state-mandated minimum of 3 
percent in 2001. 


Today the district has $2.2 
million in reserves, or more than 
7.5 percent of its general fund, 
and has been cautious about 
overspending. 


Incumbent Charles Blanchard, 
who was appointed to the board 
in April, said some positions 
were consolidated due to budget 
cuts and that “in the long run, it’s 
probably not a sustainable way 
to run the district.” z 


Candidate Nadine Gham- 
mache says she wants to study 
the budget and hear from others 
before deciding where the dis- 
trict’s “extra money” should be 
spent.

Some of the candidates run- 
ning for the El Cerrito and Al- 
bany city councils and the Albany 
School Board have raised thou- 
sands of dollars for their cam- 
paigns in the weeks leading to 
the Nov. 2 election. 

But the biggest money-raiser 
has been Save EI Cerrito Ser- 
vices, Committee for Measure K, 
which as of Sept. 30 raised 
$15,978 to convince voters to ap- 
prove the city’s utility users tax, 
according to campaign finance 
documents filed with the city. 

A number of contributions to 
the pro-Measure K committee 
came from city employees and 
labor unions, the largest of which 
is $5,000 from the El Cerrito Pro- 
fessional Firefighters Association 
and $2,500 from the El Cerrito 
Police Officers Association. 

Several firefighters and police 
officers, the city’s police and fire 
chiefs and city manager each 
gave $500 to the campaign. Sev- 
eral other city employees, in- 
cluding the city clerk, the finance 
director, the employee services 
manager, recreation director and 
city engineer gave between $100 
and $250 each. 

“They work for the commu-

4-year-old 
attacked 
by raccoon

A north Berkeley family was 
recently awakened by a brazen 
bedmate — a raccoon that had 
crept through an unlocked cat 
door and got into a scrap with a 
slumbering toddler. 

“IT heard my son screaming,” 
said Margaret Cadogan. “The 
raccoon was on top of him, and 
I grabbed it and threw it onto the 
floor.” 

But the startled animal had al- 
ready left a mark on 4-year-old 
Emmet — a bite on his forehead 
that would need a total of 16 
shots as a preventative measure 
against rabies. 

The encounter wasn’t some- 
thing that happens often. 

“It’s a rare occurrence,” said 
Kate O’Connor, director of Berke- 
ley Animal Services. She said 
that while raccoons often come 
in contact with their domestic 
neighbors, it’s not often that such 
encounters lead to an aggressive

Wild animals remind 
us who was here first 


of us come to when we hear of an adverse encounter 


Tes WERE HERE first. That’s the conclusion many 


between human and wild animal. 


In the not-so-distant past, that conclusion might have 
come on the heels of relatively benign encounters: the 
theft of not-yet-ripe persimmons by a cheeky squirrel, the 
raiding of pet food left outdoors by lumbering opossums. 

Yes, the wild animals were here first. That may be fact, 
but how does it help us cope when encounters get scary? 


The suburbs are home to a surprising number of large 
wild animals — surprising, that is, if you just moved in 


from the city. 


Most long-time residents of our hills neighborhoods are 
no longer surprised to see a big-eared doe trotting down 
their street, or the humped shapes of raccoons trundling 


along their back fence. 


Most of the time it’s just a glimpse of the animal, 
enough for a good dinner-time anecdote for the human. 


Sometimes, though, things take a threatening turn when 
we find the raccoon has come in the cat door and is now 
searching our house for food, or when a fox eyes our cat 
assessingly from the open space beyond the fence. 


It’s easy, then, to feel ourselves reverting to more primi- 
tive modes. In more rural areas where it’s not unusual to 
see coyotes or mountain lions, the spectrum of human re- 
actions goes on full display, all the way from they-were- 
here-first to well-we’re-here-now-and-they-have-to-go, and 


everything in between. 


But still, for most of us, our first reaction is not to advo- 
cate trapping, shooting or poisoning. And yet, we also 
have come to realize that it’s not a Disney world out there 
where big-eyed lambs and cuddly lions all play together 
and presumably both can survive on plant proteins. 


They were here first, we say. And in a political, social 
and economic atmosphere where we’re always being told 
how wrong we are, how far we’ve slipped and how far we 
have yet to go, it’s encouraging that we do seem to have 
evolved in our attitudes toward wild animals. 


So we learn to keep our pet doors closed at night. We 
keep our small dogs and pet cats indoors. We hike those 
remote regional park trails keeping our small children 
close because we acknowledge this is the lion’s home, not 


a neighborhood playground. 


Our state flag itself enshrines the image a wild animal, 
now extinct, the California grizzly bear. The last ones were 
seen, one killed, in the 1920s. If any had survived to pre- 
sent times, we wonder what sort of encounters we’d be 
hearing about now and how we’d adapt. 


Wild animals who are clever enough, resourceful 
enough, resilient enough to survive among us, usually just 
barely out of sight, don’t have to be useful to humans. But 
there’s an interesting lesson in their survival: They remind 
us that there’s more to the world than we humans and our 


needs, wants and artifacts. 


And the most hopeful thread in the story of humans and 
wild animals is the one that indicates our species may be 
learning to live with them without having to be predator or 


victim.

How easy it is to stampede the gullible!

Around the same time, I was 
hired to visit classrooms and 
observe, among other things, 
the posted signs. As I visited 
these classes, I started to real- 
ize what a difference it makes 
how a message is given. In 
fact, I started reading all the 
signs around me and trying to 
analyze how they were worded 
and what kind of reaction there 
might be to them. For example, 
if you see a sign that says: No 
cell phones (a common sign, 
these days), how do you react? 
Maybe you know from experi- 
ence that it only means don't 
talk on your cell phone in the 
building or the room. But it 
could mean you should turn off 
your cell phone, or maybe 
even, they are out of cell 
phones. 

On the other hand, if the 
sign said: Please use your cell

phone in the lobby, you would 
know exactly what to do. 

You might wonder what dif- 
ference this makes. But I think 
it matters, because of the way 
it affects the people who read it 
and because of the atmosphere 
it fosters. 

Signs in libraries are partic- 
ularly important. Most of the 
time they are not directing ac- 
tions, but instead are giving in- 
formation, like “Fiction” or 
“Non-Fiction” or “Reference 
Desk.” However there are also 
times when the library staff 
wants to let patrons know how 
to behave. 

On the University of Water- 
loo Web site, I found a Power- 
Point presentation on their 
Davis Library signs. On the 
whole, they are good examples 
of positive wording, although I 
found a couple that could be 
rewritten. 

The first one, “When leaving 
the library, please present all 
books and all bags, briefcases, 
etc. to the attendant for inspec- 
tion,” is straightforward and 
clear: When leaving, present 
bags. Another one, “Overdue 
books must be renewed before 
they leave the library,” is also 
easy to follow: Renew, then 


leave. 


A third is worded in a posi- 
tive way, but seems a little 
vague to me: “Behave in a 
manner consistent with Univer- 
sity of Waterloo Policy 33, Ethi- 
cal Behavior,” 


And then there is: “Please 
do not remove ergonomic 
chairs from designated areas.” 
This one could use some work. 
My suggestion would be: 
“Please leave ergonomic chairs 
in designated areas,” but there 
are probably other ways to ex- 
press the same idea. 


But my favorite “don’t” sign 
is the one that appears in red 
when I’m trying to cross the 
street. As I’m standing on the 
curb, “Don’t Walk” will start to 
flash. Always, my first impulse 
is to run, which would get me 
across the street faster and be 
obeying the sign at the same 
time. Now that wouldn't hap- 
pen if it flashed “Stop!” But 
even better would be “Stay 
Put!” Friendly, clear and posi- 
tive: the perfect sign.

Cerrito,” Reikes said. “If one says 
the sky is blue the other will say 
the sky is green, I will expect the 
same five people who are against 
everything in El Cerrito are 
against this (Measure K),” 

The opposition committee to 
Measure K, El Cerritans for Tax 
Justice, raised $1,182 as of Sept.

Two candidates in the Albany 
City Council race — retired 
lawyer Richard Cross and civil 
engineer Farid Javandel — also 
filed form 470 forms.

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act from the animal. 


Susan Heckly, director of 
wildlife rehabilitation at the Lind- 
say Wildlife Museum in Walnut 
Creek, said it was the first she’d 
heard of such an unprovoked 
raccoon attack. She said that in 
most cases that lead to a human 
being bitten, the cause is the per- 
son trying to do what they think 
is kind. 

“People try to attract them,” 
she said. “They think it’s cool to 
have a raccoon in the backyard 
and feed them. But it’s really a 
disservice to the animal, and 
when they get too comfortable 


... 99.9 percent of the time it 
means the animal will be killed.” 

Cadogan said they never got 
too friendly with the area rac- 
coons. Having lived in the area 
around Sacramento and Ada 
streets for 30 years, she’d grown 
accustomed to seeing them 
around, but never did anything 
to encourage contact. Her only 
mistake was leaving the cat door 
unlocked. 

“Raccoons are very, very 
smart,” said Heckly. “They 
quickly learn that if they follow 
a cat through a cat door there 
will be food there. Lots of times 
people are sleeping and don’t 
even know that a raccoon is com- 
ing in at night.” 

Fortunately for Emmet, rabies 


is rare in raccoons on the West 
Coast. In the southeastern United 
States, it’s fairly common, but the 
specific strain has yet to emerge 
in California. And out of 32 cases 
of humans infected with rabies 
in the past 15 years, 29 were at- 
tributed to bats. 

But Emmet, who doesn’t re- 
member the attack, isn’t taking 
any chances and is putting the 
word out. 

“He made a raccoon warning 
poster,” said his mother. “He took 
it to school, and has been knock- 
ing on doors around the neigh- 
borhood.”

the home at 1079 Ashmount Ave. 
in Oakland’s Crocker Highlands. 

Shores was a well-respected 
designer at the turn of the 19th to 
the 20th century, her homes 
among the most artistic and at- 
tractive. They sold quickly, often 
before she could finish them. In 
fact, she may have intended to 
live in 1079 Ashmount herself, as 
she is listed as owner in the 1915 
building permit. She apparently 
Started building several homes for 
herself, but acquisitive buyers of- 
ten convinced her to sell her cre- 
ations before she could complete 
them. 

“Mrs. Shores has designed, 
built, furnished and sold six resi- 
dences, which are classed 
among the most artistic and most 
attractive homes in Oakland,” the 
Tribune told its readers. 

According to the Tribune, 
Shores spared no expense on her 
creations. “| do not attempt to 
balance the cost of materials with 
the price,”,she told the newspa- 
per. “I plan and build and finish a 
home in the most artistic and at- 
tractive way... | have always 
found my work appreciated.” 

Indeed, if Shores intended 
1079 Ashmount for herself, John 
P. Clark apparently agreed with 
Shores and found her work artis- 
tic and attractive. He purchased 
the home for his family. 

Shores came from a family of 
architects. Her brother Vincent 
Hodgkins worked as a noted 
cathedral designer, the Tribune 
tells us. She prided herself as a 
designer of homes, not houses. 
She believed that men could de- 
sign houses, but “when a woman 


designs a home it is sure to be a 
home when it is finished for into it 
she builds those delicate refine- 
ments and feminine attributes, 
which must necessarily distin- 
guish a home from a building 
which is merely a house.” 

The Oakland Heritage Alliance 
featured this architecturally signifi- 
cant home on its 1994 “Spring 
House Tour.” 

“The symmetrical design of 
the facade displays strong 
forms,” the OHA told its tour par- 
ticipants. “The simple unadorned 
stucco gable focuses the eye and 
leads it to the portico with its 
fluted Doric columns and the bro- 
ken pediment that hold a small 
wrought iron balcony railing.” 

OHA draws attention to 
Shore’s green roof tile and calls it 
“distinctive,” complementing the 
home's color scheme. 

The current owners purchased 
this magnificent home in 1975 
and lovingly restored it. They in- 
corporated modern conveniences 
while retaining Shore's original ar- 
chitectural charm. 

The living and dining rooms 
flank the large entry foyer. The 
spacious, light-filled living room 
has a fireplace with marble sur- 
round and hearth, and access to 
a sunroom. The formal dining 
room opens to a charming break- 
fast room with an original marble 
floor and floor-to-ceiling windows. 

A few steps up from the foyer 
is a solarium/family room that 
opens to a terrace that overlooks 
the private, park-like backyard 
with lawn, garden and mature 
trees,

Q, | am a first-time homebuyer 
with a conventional loan from Cal- 
Hfa. | have never been late with my 
payments and have been making 
payments since March 2003. | pur- 
chased my home for $238,000 and 
it is probably worth at least 
$300,000, if not more. | contacted 
my lender to try and remove private 
mortgage insurance and they said 
it couldn't be removed until | make 
24 consecutive on-time payments. 
Is this true? 


A. Typically once a loan goes 
below 80 percent of the secured 
property's market value, PMI is no 
longer necessary. However, de- 
pending on the mortgage docu- 
mentation (which is basically your 
loan contract, or covenant) that you 
signed, a stipulation requiring 24 
consecutive on-time payments may 
be an additional consideration to 
remove the PMI requirement. That 
may be a specific requirement from 
CalHfa. 

Also, given the price volatility of 
the California housing market (as 
evidenced by your property in- 
creasing in value by more than 20 
percent in about one year's time), 
the 24-month interval may be nec- 
essary to mitigate both the lender's 
risk and CalHfa's risk in such a fluc- 
tuating housing market. 


Therefore, as always, the written 
terms of your agreement will dictate 
what can be done by all parties. 
Read your loan documentation to 
see what specific terms must be met 
to remove your PMI. 

If there is nothing in that docu- 
mentation requiring the 24 consec- 
utive months, then bring that to your 
lender's attention so that they can 
remove the PMI. 

Q. | have some property that | 
want to put into the names of my 
children. Can | do this or do | have 
to go through an estate attorney? 

A. Anytime you are going to 
transfer property rights (ownership) 
to other individuals, | always believe 
that one should have an attorney 
AT LEAST review the transfer doc- 
uments. 

In the case of estate planning, 
an attorney is needed to ensure that 
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all the proper procedures are fol- 
lowed to allow your intent to be suc- 
cessfully completed. There are 
many rules and laws surrounding 
what and when property is trans- 
ferred, and an estate attorney is 
your best option at this time. It will 
cost you some money now, but it 
will most likely be less expensive 
than the alternative potential out- 
come to your children later. 

Q; Help! | hope you can give us 
some Insight. Prior to selling our 
home four years ago, we had it sur- 
veyed so 2-plus wooded acres 
could split off to the land next to it, 
which we had bought with plans to 
rebuild. We then sold our home, ad- 
vertised at the reduced acreage, 
and built our new home on the at- 
tached land. We've now been here 
four years. 

All's fine until last year when the 
original buyers of our home moved 
and sold their (formerly our) home. 
The new buyer researched the court 
records and found that no surveying 
changes had ever been registered 
and the additional land was his, 

When we phoned the surveying 
company they stated that unless a 
customer explicitly asks (which we 
didn’t) they don't file changes. All 
this time we assumed they had!!! 
My question is what rights do we 
have? As it stands now, our home 
is actually on part of the land in 
question but the buyer won't sell us 
the land. 

We don't believe the seller was 
aware of the additional acreage as 
the sell was through the same re- 
altor. A windfall for him. Our biggest 
concern now is we don't want to 
have any legal issues when the time 
comes to resell our home. We 
asked a local lawyer but he quoted 
us $750 to research to tell us what 
our options, if any, are. Appreciate 
your advice/insight! Many thanks. 

A: You undertook the correct ac- 
tions by hiring an attorney. | sug- 
gest that you follow through on this 
action because that is the only way 
you are going to be able to get an 
amenable solution to this terrible 
situation. Without seeing the spe- 
cific sales contracts,

| would assume that when you 
sold the property (even though you 
stated that the acreage was re- 
duced), the legal description in- 
cluded in the transaction would dic-. 
tate the transferred property rights’! 
boundaries. 

Those boundaries apparently ' 
were not changed in the county's 
land succession/registration data- 
base and you may have actually 
sold them land that you thought 
was yours, 

Furthermore, another reason for 
contacting an attorney is to see’ 
what rights and remedies you may 
have with issues related to the ac-: 
tions taken by the surveying com- 
pany and/or the real estate broker- 
age company. 

Again, without specific knowl- 
edge to your contract and specific 
Illinois law regarding this matter, 
you may currently have only limited 
rights in this matter. 

If the new owner is “reasonable”, 
that owner may try to work out a 
deal that allows everyone to gain 
some level of satisfaction, but don’t 
be surprised if it becomes some- 
what expensive to rectify. The sur- 
veyor probably didn’t record the 
change because it is either the own- 
ers’ responsibility and/or there was 
a fee involved that the owner 
needed to pay. 

Sorry about my view of the prog- 
nosis. You may get better news 
from your attorney. Please keep us 
posted on your situation.

All in the family: Family-owned historic hotels 


Part three of four parts 

In this week's column, | will 
describe two historic boutique ho- 
tels that have been recently reno- 
vated in two of the world’s most 
romantic cities: San Francisco 
and Paris. 

The Hotel Boheme in San 
Francisco's North Beach district 
occupies a three-story, wooden 
row house from the Edwardian 
era. Located at 444 Columbus 


' Ave., between Green and Vallejo 


streets, this building was con- 
structed in 1907. The Hotel Bo- 
heme is situated on the top two 
floors. The exterior of the building 
retains its original false front 
above the roofline. 

Until 1994, this building 
housed the Mille Fiore Inn, a pop- 
ular North Beach bed and break- 
fast. Then current owner bought 
the inn and decided to convert it 
into a boutique hotel. He com- 


: pletely renovated the interior. 


He adorned the walls of the 
lobby and the rooms with photos 
of North Beach in the 1950s, taken 
by the late, highly respected San 
Francisco photographer Jerry 


_Stoll. The theme of the hotel is a 


shrine to the Beat Generation of 
San Francisco in the '50s. 
The general manager of the 


hotel, Charles Graver, describes 
the hotel's special quality: “Those 
of us who work here have been 
here for years, because we don't 
want to work for a large chain ho- 
tel,” he said. “We enjoy giving the 
personal attention to our guests 
that can be found in a small, bou- 
tique hotel.” 

There are sixteen rooms at Ho- 
tel Boheme, ranging from $149 to 
$169 per night. They are fur- 
nished with queen size beds, ar- 
moires, bistro tables, and wicker 
chairs. The effect is to create a ro- 
mantic, period ambiance. For in- 
formation or accommodations, 
you contact the hotel on their 
web site: www.hotelboheme.com.

Paris is full of famous hotels:

structed in 1928. It was originally 
called the Bonaparte Hotel, and 
changed its name eight years 
ago. Over the past 76 years, the 
hotel has been host to such fa- 
mous guests as Orson Wells, Er- 
rol Flynn, Cary Grant, Audrey 
Hepburn, and the French actor 
Jean Gabin. 

Serge Klaguine, a refuge from 
Russia who moved to Paris after 
the Russian Revolution, opened 
the hotel. He married a French 
woman, and they raised their chil- 
dren while living in the hotel in 
the 1920s and ’30s. Today his de- 
scendants run the Hotel 
Napoleon as one of the few fam- 
ily-owned hotels left in Paris. 

The hotel's theme has always 
been the life and times of 
Napoleon Bonaparte. The entire 
hotel is furnished in the Empire 
Style: the lobby, sitting room, bar 
and guests rooms all have repro- 
ductions of Empire lamps, chairs, 
and sofas. The walls in the 
rooms, as well as the staircases 
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and hallways, are decorated with 
paintings and prints from 
Napoleon's life and include some 
authentic period portraits of Bona- 
parte and the Empress 
Josephine. 

Renowned Parisian designer 
Elisabeth Malphettes renovated 
and upgraded the entire hotel 
over the past two or three years. 
She redid he bar, breakfast room 
and reception area and redeco- 
rated most of the rooms. The 
owners installed air conditioning 
throughout the building. 

No two rooms at the Hotel 
Napoleon are alike. Some have 
“campaign beds,” with canopies 
like the ones Napoleon used in 
his tent while planning his battles. 
Others have king- or queen-sized 
beds in Empire style. Some of the 
larger suites have terraces and/or 
balconies that offer spectacular 
views of the Arc du Triumphe and 
the streets of Paris. 

The owners are planning to or- 
ganize group tours for guests and 
visitors to Paris of some of the 
more important sites around the 
city from Bonaparte's life. They 
also intend to recreate his most

PACIFIC OCEAN 

Craig Stone of Emeryville Sport- 
fishing said the Bay Area salmon 
fleet continues to find good action 
around Duxbury Reef off the Marin 
County coast. On Tuesday, scores 
ranged from just under a fish per 
rod up to limits of salmon. The fish 
have averaged 10-14 pounds, with 
a good showing of larger fish taken 
up to 36 pounds. Best action has 
been trolling at depths of 25-40 
feet. 

The Farallon Islands have 
yielded excellent catches of rockfish 
and ling cod. On Tuesday out of 
Emeryville, the New Huck Finn and 
New Seeker reported in with collec- 
tive limits of rockfish for 32 anglers 
aboard, also adding 23 ling cod 
weighing as much as 22 pounds. 
With the exception of one day in the 
last week, ocean conditions have 
been calm. 

Captain Robert Gallia of the El 
Dorado reported that king-size 
salmon and nice weather have pro- 
vided decent fishing conditions. The 
fall run of big fish has been late, but 
the school of adult kings have ar- 
rived around Duxbury Buoy in 80 
feet of water on Monday and Tues- 
day. The charter boats fishing with 
smaller loads have successfully 
scored limits of the big king 
salmon, and the charter boats with 
larger loads are scoring better than 
a fish per rod. Most salmon are tak- 
ing medium-size bait.

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‘Team America’ hilariously politically incorrect

The words “all-marionette 
cast” aren't exactly inspiring. The 
last time most of us heard the 
word marionette and felt a cor- 
responding thrill was in third 
grade. 

But “Team America: World Po- 
lice,” the latest foul-mouthed, as- 
tonishingly raunchy production 
from Matt Stone and Trey Parker, 
can make you a marionette con- 
vert. The creators of “South Park” 
have outdone themselves: These 
puppets sing, dance, fly airplanes, 
bomb the Eiffel Tower, have wild 
sex, feed Hans Blix to the sharks 
and, best of all, make you shake 
with laughter. 

The movie has the exact plot 
of a dumb action movie, but one 
relocated to a playland of ultimate 
doll houses and Hot Wheels sets. 
Every character is a puppet and 
every puppet proudly shows its 
strings. There’s no pretending 
that any of this is real, just one 
long steady joke about the es- 
sential absurdity of making a ma- 
jor motion picture starring mari- 
onettes. 

We're not talking Punch and 
Judy here: Team America is an 
international police force that pur- 
sues terrorists around the globe. 
In the opening sequence, four 
Middle Eastern men in robes and 
headdresses are spotted in a 
Parisian park, carrying suspicious 
briefcases. A disembodied voice 
blasts from the sky, “You in the 
robes. Put down the weapons of 
mass destruction.” Team Amer- 
ica swoops in via helicopter and

fighter jet and after a bloody 
shootout (who knew marionettes 
had entrails?), the would-be ter- 
rorists are subdued. Team Amer- 
ica has accidentally blown up the 
Eiffel Tower and the Louvre, but 
no matter, the all important WMD 
have been confiscated. 

Having mocked America for 
its propensity to blunder while 
policing the world, the filmmak- 
ers move on to other objects of 
ridicule, particularly actors. It’s a 


good thing Parker and Stone 
rarely work with real people, be- 
cause they insult half of Holly- 
wood in this movie. We meet 
Gary Johnston, the film’s hero, as 
he’s performing the show-stop- 
ping finale of a Broadway musi- 
cal called “Lease.” In a perfect rip- 
off of “Rent,” marionettes, led by 
Gary, bob up and down on a gi- 
ant scaffolding, singing the cho- 

us, “We've All Got AIDS.” It is 
completely politically incorrect,

Team America has sought out 
Gary because it needs a top-notch 
actor to infiltrate the terrorist 
ranks. Initially reluctant, Gary 
gets sucked in by a combination 
of latent patriotism and lust for 
Team America member Lisa, a 
blonde bombshell. His involve- 
ment eventually leads the team 
to Egypt, where they accidentally 
destroy at least one of the Great 
Pyramids, then on to North Ko- 


tator Kim Jong Il. 

Safe to say, “Team America: 
World Police” will not win us any 
new friends in either region, Di- 
rector Parker and his co-writers, 
Stone and frequent collaborator 
Pam Brady, don’t even bother to 
have our foreign enemies speak 
real languages. In the Middle 
East, the terrorists say things like 
“Dirk, dirk. Baklava, Mohammed 
Jihad,” while Kim Jong II sings 
himself a song called “I’m So 
Roan-rey (Lonely).” 

As vicious as they are to dic- 
tators, Parker and Stone really 
have it in for Hollywood liberals, 
who are depicted as fools and 
traitors. Alec Baldwin and 
Michael Moore get it the worst — 
Moore is featured as a suicide 
bomber, attacking America with 
a piece of pizza in hand, and is 
referred to as a “giant socialist 
weasel” — but Martin Sheen, 
Sean Penn and a few less openly 
political types such as Liv Tyler, 
Matt Damon and Helen Hunt are 
also targets, 

Nor are they mocked only for 
their politics. “Your skills are fad- 
ing with age, Ms. Sarandon,” 
Gary tells a Susan Sarandon mar- 
ionette who has tried to “act” her 
way into Team America’s good 
graces. 

Parker and Stone claim not be 
taking sides politically, to be mak- 
ing equal opportunity fun of 
everyone. Neither George Bush 
nor John Kerry is mentioned, and 
a raunchy comedy like this hardly 
seems likely to influence an elec- 
tion.

astounding rate. He puts his 
watch in and discovers that time 
moves at a different pace inside 
their machine. 

That is the distilled version of 
what happens; in between is a lot 
of intense talk about physics and 
relativity and space. At this point, 
the movie feels like an extended 
version of those conversations 
between doctors on “ER,” where 
they exchange medical informa- 
tion that sounds like Greek to the 
rest of us. The difference is that 
on “ER,” the jargon stops after a 
minute or two and we can all go 
back to worrying about Carter’s 
love life. In “Primer,” you just sit 
there feeling lost, but certain that 
something interesting is hap- 
pening. 

Aaron and Abe have seen or 
read enough science fiction to 
understand they must be careful 
about what they alter by going 
back in time. But they are also a 
pair of bitter corporate lackeys, 
eager to get ahead. As the capa- 
bilities of the device really dawn 
on them, they weigh their finan- 
cial options. After toying with the 
idea of buying winning lottery 
tickets, they decide to play the 
stock market. 

Time machines, of course, al-

ways lead to moral dilemmas 
about destiny and determinism. 
Aaron and Abe soon find them- 
selves tussling over changing the 
past in other ways. It’s always 
important not to give away key 
plot information, but in this case, 
even if I wanted to, I couldn't tell 
you exactly what happens. The 
movie is that much of a mind 
game. 

“Primer” is simply too much 
of a challenge to get it all on the 
first go-round, which is going to 
be a serious drawback for a lot 
of moviegoers. I find myself di- 
vided about it. After all, “Ulysses” 
isn’t exactly a breeze to read, but 
it’s still considered one of the 
greatest books ever written. One 
thing can be said with confi- 
dence: Those who really respond 
to “Primer” will be content to 
watch it again and again until 
they unravel it all. 

What I admire even more 
than the movie’s intricacy and 
imagination is the sheer econ- 
omy of filmmaking. Not just the 
dollar figure, but the way Car- 
ruth tells his story with so few 
props, absolutely no special ef- 
fects and essentially only two ac- 
tors, without ever making us feel 
as though anything is missing. 

These two guys, wearing their 
white shirts and ties, simply walk 
or sit around, talking together in 
a very natural, non-actorly way, 
and yet they evoke a whole world. 
It’s a basic character study, rem- 
iniscent of Neil LaBute’s “In the 
Company of Men,” which also 
featured a couple of white-collar 
workers sitting around talking. 
Yet this movie manages to be ef- 
fective about a topic as complex 
and difficult to render as time 
travel. That’s what makes 
“Primer” truly memorable.

More to talk 
about on AM dial 


"VE BEEN LISTENING a lot 
[es to “The Quake,” the 

new liberal, Air America 
station at 960 AM. It’s a pleas- 
ant departure, hearing a liberal 
(not leftist) station on the AM 
band instead of only right- 
wingers (KSFO, KNEW). 

Finally, there is a wide range 
of talk choices on local AM ra- 
dio, where most talk is found. At 
960 AM, Al Franken’s Air Amer- 
ica morning show is funny; Ed 
Schultz, who follows him, 
sounds uncannily like Rush Lim- 
baugh (a liberal version); and 
Air America afternoon host 
Randi Rhodes reminds me of 
Joan Rivers (Le, she’s annoying). 

Recently, I chatted with one 
of the top execs in local talk ra- 
dio — and one of its shrewdest 
observers — about what impact 
KQKE (“The Quake,” shades of 
Alex Bennett’s home here in 
the ‘80s) might have in the lo- 
cal ratings. 

Jack Swanson is the veteran 
operations manager of both the 
Bay Area’s top-rated station, 
KGO-AM, as well as conserva- 
tive talker KSFO. Swanson says 
of Air America: “I think it’s go- 
ing to have the biggest impact 
on stations already listened to 
by liberals, KPFA in Berkeley 
and NPR.” (NPR’s KQED-FM 
here gets big ratings). 

“What surprises me about 
the new liberal station,” reveals 
Swanson, “is how little Clear 
Channel is promoting it. If you 
want to tell the market you’re 
here, let them know. I’ve seen 
no bus ads, nothing,” he adds, 
“and it’s the start of the big fall 
ratings book.” The new local 
Air America affiliate, which had 
been slated for a small Berkeley 
AM signal months ago and 
never got off the ground, is be- 
ing done on the cheap, Swan- 
son says: “It doesn’t really cost 
Clear Channel anything. The 
shows are all syndicated, and 
there’s been no need to hire tal- 
ent, producers, or engineers. 

It has no local components,” 
he says, and that could hurt the 
“Quake.” 

Swanson adds: “San Fran- 
cisco may be a liberal city, but 
many Bay Area listeners are in 
‘collar communities.’ Napa and 
Contra Costa, for example, 
aren't really liberal.” Swanson 
also reveals that word inside the 
industry is that Clear Channel, 
viewed as a conservative com- 
pany but better viewed as a bot- 
tom-line business, might “flip” a 
couple of dozen of its many AM 
stations to become Air America 
affiliates — good news for the 
struggling Franken et al. That’s 
because of recent criticism of 
Clear Channel’s donations to 
the GOP, Swanson says. 

With Air America, talk lis- 
teners here now have a buffet 
of choices, especially between 9 
a.m. and noon, as they drive 
around and punch in stations: 
Al Franken’s Bush-bashing Air 
America show on KQKE is usu- 
ally funny; KGO has tiresome 
schmoozer Ronn Owens and its 
Disney sister station KSFO has 
the bloviating Limbaugh; KNBR 
features the entertaining Gary 
Radnich (note: Radnich has 
puckishly taken to calling me 
“the great Bill Mann” lately on 
his show , so it’s only fair to 
plug him); over on FM, KQED 
has Michael Krasny’s thought- 
ful “Forum.” And there’s also 
KPFA’s more extreme politics. 

Swanson then offers this in- 
teresting tidbit about NPR’s 
wildly popular weekend call-in 
show,”Car Talk,” featuring Tom 
and Ray Magliozzi, aka “Click 
and Clack, The Tappet Brothers.” 

“Commercial radio has been 
trying to lure those guys away 
from public radio for years,” 
says Swanson. “But they can’t 
afford them. They’re paid too 
much by NPR.” 

Many people think public 
radio is this little, struggling in- 
stitution,” Swanson says with a 
chuckle. “It’s not.” 

Swanson has this realistic, 
bottom-line overview of talk ra- 
dio today: “At the end of the 
day, the entertainers always 
win, whatever their politics. 
The number-one rule in broad- 
casting is: ‘Don’t bore me.’ ”

Grim grottoes, highland war- 
riors and the hares of the Long 
Patrol Regiment — so many 
books and so little time. How 
does a parent even begin to 
choose? 

Parents eager to start holiday 
shopping may be wondering 
what the perfect volume might 
be to turn a reluctant reader into 
a book lover. 

It’s not always the book one 
expects, said Berkeley High 
School English teacher Rick Ay- 
ers, co-author with Amy Craw- 
ford of “Great Books for High 
School Kids.” Conventional wis- 
dom holds that you give a jock a 
book about athletes, but that 
doesn’t always work, said Ayers. 

“It’s surprising how often stu- 
dents are interested in what’s not 
about themselves, something on 
the other side of the world,” he 
said. “‘Catcher in the Rye’ is often 
given to students, and sometimes 
they like it. In high school, you 


can pretty much read what adults 
read. Give them lots of options.” 

On Saturday, Ayers, Crawford 
and Walter the Giant Storyteller 
— book expert Walter Mayes — 
were part of a panel discussion 
at Cody’s Books that focused on 
choosing books for kids, from 
preschoolers to teens. 

Ayers advocates large class- 
room — or home — libraries, rich 
in international as well as Amer- 
ican books, classics and new 
books. His students generally 
love books by Louise Erdrich and 
Barbara Kingsolver, and he’s also 
had good success with Russell 
Banks’ “Rule of the Bone” 
(HarperPerennial, $13), but pub- 
lishers are churning out increas- 
ing numbers of titles every year. 

“There’s something for every- 
one,” he said. 

Mayes, who wrote “Valerie 
and Walter’s Best Books for Chil- 
dren” with Valerie Lewis, tells par- 
ents to turn their kids loose in li- 
braries, and balance those $16 
hardcover purchases by encour- 
aging them to browse book bins 
at swap meets and garage sales. 

“It’s important that your child 
have a shelf of books that are 
hers,” Mayes said. 

That includes picture books 
for all ages. Mayes loves Jon Sci-

We have to admire men who 
know what they want and go out in 
the world and achieve their dreams, 
men like Louis Pasteur, Thomas 
Edison, Orville and Wilbur Wright 
and, of course, Jack Stewart. 

Ever since Stewart, was a 
schoolboy he was enamored with 
the sleek cars. 

In 1961, when Jaguar introduced 
the aerodynamic E-Type roadster 
and coupe he was in rapture. When 
the 2+2 model was introduced, he 
was hopelessly captivated. 

He saved his money and in 
1972, just before his junior year in 
high school in Albion, Ill., Stewart 
took a train with his mother to 
Chicago to visit his older sister who 
was in college. 

While mother and sister were 
otherwise occupied, young Stew- 


art found the local Jaguar dealer. 
On the used car lot sat a maroon 
1967 Jaguar E-Type 2+2, “I had my 
heart set on a Jaguar.” and “I al- 
ways thought that a 2+2 would be 
more practical than the roadster or 
coupe. 

“Only later did | learn that there 
is nothing practical about that car.” 
There were an “estimated” 30,000 
miles on a replaced speedometer. 

Stewart recalls. He cut a deal 
with the dealer, and after obtaining 
an adult's signature — his mother's 
— the car was delivered to his sis- 
ter's address the next day. “It’s 
scary thinking back about it,” Stew- 
art says of the day he bought his 
first — and only — car. 

The day it was delivered Stew- 
art and his mother left Chicago in 
the Jaguar on the 300-mile trip to 
their downstate home. The journey 
was uneventful, until the speedome- 
ter cable slipped off. Nevertheless 
it was probably just as well that his 


mother couldn't tell how fast the car 
was going. As with many Jaguars 
of that vintage, Stewart's was not 
always in running condition, 

The good news was that he 
lived across the street from the high 
school, By the time graduation ar- 
rived, the young owner had famil- 
iarized himself with all the me- 
chanical quirks of the car and could 
repair most any part of his car. 

Come September, he drove the 
Jaguar off to college in Indian,a 
trip of 150 miles. 

During the next four years he 
made countless trips home in all 
sorts of weather. “It’s been real 
good about not stranding me,” he 
says gratefully. 

He has learned that his 15.33- 
foot-long Jaguar weighs 3,090 
pounds and is supported on a 105- 
inch wheelbase on 70-spoke, 
chrome-plated wire wheels. 

“This was the last year Jaguar 
offered authentic knock-off hubs,” 


he says. In order for the small rear 
seat to be habitable, the length of 
the car was stretched 9 inches and 
the roofline of the 2+2 model was 
raised, 

This brings the roofline of the 
sleek dual overhead cam 4,2-liter en- 
ginedJaguar up to the 5-foot mark. 
His 265-horsepower vehicle left the 
factory with the optional automatic 
transmission and an AM radio. 

After a quarter century, the ma- 
roon paint was showing its age, de- 
spite the fact Stewart had garaged 
the car during the winter months 
and used public transportation. He 
had the rust-free car resprayed to 
like-new appearance. 

Over the years, he has never let 
anything on his car get out of hand. 
On a trip to New York City he lost 
a radiator fan in Pennsylvania which 
was quickly replaced, 

Some may never find satisfac- 
tion. But for Jack Stewart he has 
made his choice and life is good.

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Transitions and your environment

ANEW VIEW 

Everyone deserves to live in an 
environment that is comfortable, joy- 
ous and complementary to their life, 
surrounded by the things they love 
and have chosen for themselves. 

Interior design services have 
evolved to a point now that suits the 
real world and reflects that philoso- 
phy. Interior arranging is one of the 
new design services that has devel- 
oped from that evolution. Interior 
arrangers are able to provide clients 
with the instant comfort of familiar- 
ity ina home, and in addition, the 
excitement of a new environment. 

Interior arranging, by its nature, 
lends itself to many situations and | 
have found this is especially true in 
my work with clients who are expe- 
riencing life transitions. It is a differ- 
ent way of looking at our environ- 
ment. How does this make a 
difference to a person who has had 
a life transition? 

First, does our environment ef- 
fect our emotions on a day-to-day 
basis? Of course it does, Can small 
changes in our environment then 
somehow change our emotions? 
Yes. Can a change in your environ- 
ment help you to move forward af- 


ter life changing events? Yes. 

| have been able to experience 
that change first hand, in my own 
life, and in the lives of my clients. | 
have worked with people who have 
had major changes in their lives for 
various reasons, and have come to 
me to help them create an environ- 
ment that represents their lives now. 
It is very important that our environ- 
ment reflects who we were, who we 
are, who we want to be. We are af- 
fected by lots of experiences, spe- 
cial times and, more importantly, 
special people. We have all acquired, 
inherited and collected furnishings 
and accessories that tell a story 
about who we are and where we've 
been. Moreover, these are things we 
love, things that make our house a 
home. Let’s look at some examples: 

A couple meets in mid life, both 
have been married before and they 
are starting a new life together, 
sometimes with children and pets 
and all of the stuff from both of their 
previous lives. Combining house- 
holds can be a very emotional and 
difficult proposition. Interior arrangers 
specialize in using primarily what 
clients already own. So, when we 
have clients who are combining 
households, we tell them that their

cuss with them how they use their 
home, what are their favorite things, 
what they truly would like to keep, 
what they really hate and want to 
discard. Then, we create an envi- 
ronment that reflects their new 
needs, but honors their past. It is 
possible to put together a variety of 
styles to create a comfortable and 
stylish environment. The couple then 
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has an environment that includes 
their past, but is a refection of what 
they see for their future. So, the 
changes they have made in their 
lives have affected their environment. 
Now the environment reflects those 
changes, and helps to produce pos- 
itive hopes and emotions. 

Another example of a life tran- 
sition that effects our environment 
is the death of a loved one. This is, 
of course, the most difficult thing 
we experience in our lives. | have 
had numerous clients who are at 
that point in life, and have decided 
that they are ready for a change in 
their environment, because their 
lives have changed so much.

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Using search engines for online research 


NAPSA 

When students prepare for up- 
coming research projects and re- 
ports, many turn to the Internet for 
information. With the number of Web 
sites increasing on a daily basis, try- 
ing to find information relevant to a 
particular assignment may seem like 
an overwhelming and impossible 
task. Plus, there are the challenges 
in assessing the legitimacy of a site 
and correctly citing the source. But 
there are ways to become a more 
efficient researcher and cut down on 
the amount of time it takes to re- 
search.a topic online. 

AlGgical way to start Internet re- 
searctr is with a search engine. 
Many-students do not know that 
each.Search engine has a different 
way of finding information on the 
Internet, so the results from one 
search engine may not be the same 
as those from another. One way to 
obtain the best results quickly from 
the most popular search engines is 
to use a metasearch engine, such 
as Dogpile (www.dogpile.com). 
Dogpile searches all of the leading 
search engines, including Google, 
Yahoo! and Ask Jeeves at once. Us- 
ing Dogpile, you can search up to 
50 percent more of the Web than 
any single engine. 

It is also important to carefully 
construct the search terms. The 
words entered in the search box will 
have the greatest impact on the qual- 
ity of the results returned. For that 
reason, use the most direct words 
possible. For example, if you're look- 
ing for information about the First 
Amendment or Free Speech, enter 
“First Amendment” or “Free Speech 
First Amendment.” This will return 
more relevant results than entering 
“free speech,” which may bring back 
results on speeches found for free 
on the Internet. 

One challenge with Internet re- 
search is assessing sites to deter- 
mine the validity of information. One 
good way to determine legitimacy 
of an information source is by 
checking the site’s domain (e.g., 
.com, .Org, .gov, etc.). Sites in the 
.gov domain are generally meant 


to provide information pertaining to 
government agencies and associ- 
ated regulations, whereas .org sites 
are often connected to issues- 
based organizations and are meant 
to arouse support for a cause, 


On the darker side of Internet re- 
search is the temptation to take 
shortcuts and plagiarize online con- 
tent. Plagiarism is using a chunk of 
text and intentionally or uninten- 
tionally representing it as the orig-
